Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Mr. William Esser on 5/24/10. It was agreed to modify the claims as follow: 

1 . (Presently Amended) A method for processing a print job, comprising modifying a raster 
operation function to have fewer variables than originally specified by said print job, wherein 
said function includes at least two of a destination variable, an object variable and an ink 
variable, said modifying further including reducing said function to a single variable and further 
including determining whether said object variable is black or white and whether said object 
variable is one of a character, a stencil and an image . 

2. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1 , wherein said modifying further includes 
determining whether said function has a ink variable with a black or white identity. 

3. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 2, further including determining whether 
said ink variable is black or white.

6. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1, wherein said modifying further includes 
determining whether said function has said destination variable unaltered in a to-be-painted area.

The prior art of record specifically Miller et al (U.S. patent 6,257,693) fails to suggest or disclose 
the collective features of the invention such as: " said modifying further including reducing said 
function to a single variable and further including determining whether said object variable is 
black or white and whether said object variable is one of a character, a stencil and an image" 
These features along with the rest of the claim's invention would render the claim allowable.
